After reviewing applicant's amendment, arguments and conducting an updated 
searcli none of tlie cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
semiconductor laser having the structural combination of independent claim 1, including 
among the recited limitation the constant width, thickness of the resonator, the bandgap 
range of the cladding layer, the refractive index of the cladding layers and the spot size 
of the exit facet.
